In tbe coctemplatioc of the Constilu 
tiuc. this ratification is void, and, it tbe 
i>emoeratt tnompb next fall, tbe conrts 
DO doubt wil! declare it void, when there 
will be an end of it, or, if they do not, tbr 
Uiaae of Representatives will refuseto 
nrite in enforcing it, when it will beiotne 
a dead letter, and sooner or later betwept 
front the rolls of the Constitution. If the 
rsdicals triumph next fall, bow'ver, tbe 
article of course will be enforced to tbs 
utmost. In the meantime, m may reas- 
onably presnme, we think, that no legis- 
lative steps will to taken M enforce it. 

But one prowsioD of the article is liable 
to be eoforcoi without legislation. \V« 
refer to tbe provision dit<jualifying for 
tbe office li elector of I’resident aod 
I ice-I’residrnt every person who, having 
taken the —th of office nnder the Coasti- 
taiion, afterwards supported the retollion. 
*. bis pro'ision is contained in the third 
section <i the article, which is aa follows: 
Sec. .. No person shall be a senator 
or repr-sentalive in Congress, or elector 
of pre-ident and vice president, or hold 
any (ffice, civil or military, under the 
I oitid States, or under any state, who, 
haviig previously taken an oath aa a 
men'ijer of Congress, or as a member of 
anystate legislature, or as an executive 
or judicial officer of any atate, to support 
ths Cosstitntion of tbe I'nitsd Slates, 
shall Lave engaged in insarrectioo or re 
hellion against the same, or given aid and 
comfort to tbe enemies thereof. But Con- 
gress msy, by vote of two-thirds of each 
bouae, remove such disability. 

According to the theory of the radical 
party, as implied in tbe electoral joiat- 
resolutioD passed over the President’s veto 
the other day, the right of judging whether 
or not an electoral vote has been cast by a 
If gal elector belongs to the President of the

sult is not to choose electors from the 
c’ass diaquslified under tbe section. And 
this tbuuld be done. Not to do it will 
drsw down upon tbe negUcters a crush- 
ing weight of responsibility. Not to do 
it io even a single district msy forfeit the 
peaceful triomph of the Democratic party 
10 tbe I'nioD at large. Tbe thought of 
tbe neglect should not be harbored.

Tbe hay ia made with just 
enough exposure to cure it, usually tak- 
ing a couple of days to cock, and as soon 
as may l>e tbereafier carried to th» stac k- 
yaid, though sometimes put into large 
c cks or amsll stacks in the field. lu the 
yard, it ia generally put into one stack or 
xiw— probably so called from its resem- 
Llai.ee to the bog, teing long and low 
eziei ding from twenty to a hundred faet 
I r more in length, as tne crop may re- 
quire. The breadth ia about eighteen feet 
at tbe bare, drawn out to twenty at tbe 
eaves to keep tbe rain Iroiu lodging in 
tbe aides, tbe eaves being from ten to 
twelve and the whole stack from fiftesn 
to twenty feet high.

May they be sparxl to bsppiness aud at- 
tain to glory. When they joined me in 
this city they found no child’s work b>- 
fi re them. Icdced, so great was it, that I 
am rersuaded they are prepared toascr.be 
to God all the glory of tbe success 
which attended our lal*ors. II of it not 
been for the Almighty we would pot he 
a* we are to-day. The indebtedness has 
to en paid off, tbe hearts of the brethren 
uci ed, a i ew bouse of worship se iireJ, 
through Brother Weaver, on Cheatuut 
street, and one in process of acoouyilish 
melt in Butebertown l>y Brother W. R. 
Smith, andanot her to be founded this after- 

men which will rise, my brethren, as the 

Slone of gratitude to tbe Almighty the 

Gsliirony of our hearts, and of the peo- 
ple of our ebargea, that God has not been 
unmindful of us. 

This ia no unimportant or trivial un- 
dertaking, but one ol such magnitude as 
will lest (he stability of our faith and the 
extent of our libsraiity.

From day to day we 
most bow before God in prayers, for “if 
tbe Lord bnild not the bouse they labor 
in vain who build it.’ We must give of 
our Bubalance and increase; for as the 
building of tLe Temple called for tbe gold, 
tbe silver and precious stones, so will tbe 
building of this house. Y'ou must realize 
tbe obligation to give until you feel it. 
TLe poor must contribute a.s they have 
done, and the rich in proiiorlion, to se- 
cure tbe det.ired end.
